5.— Presi­ 
d e n t Wilson, in a telegram today 
to officials of the railroad b ro th er­ 
hood, criticised congress for failing 
to tak e action with regard to the 
high cost of living, the conclusion 
of 
peace and 
im portant 
domestic 
legislation. 
The telegram wras in reply to a 
m essage asking the president to pre­ 
vent the ad jo u rn m en t of congress 
today. The executive said th a t in 
the light of the record of the pres­ 
ent 
congress 
“I 
have 
no 
reason 
w hatever to hope th at its contin­ 
uance in 
session 
would 
result 
in 
constructive m easures for the relief 
of 
economic 
conditions 
to 
which 
you call atten tio n .” 
“It must be evident to all,” the 
president said, “that the dom inating 
m otive which has actuated this con­ 
gress is its 
political 
expediency 
rather than Its lofty purposes to 
serve 
the 
public 
w elfare.” 
The 
president declared that he had ac­ 
cepted som e of the legislation en­ 
acted by this congress because he 
despaired of anything better.

Do you know w hat it will cost to 
pave your property at the present 
price of labor and m aterial? 
Doubtless as a progressive citi­ 
zen you signed a petition asking ror 
the street adjoining your property 
to be paved. Are you aw are th a t con­ 
ditions have 
changed 
% m aterially 
since you signed th a t petition? Do 
you know th at a t this tim e there is 
absolutely n a m arket for m unicipal 
bonds of any kind and th at the bond 
houses th a t have bought m unicipal 
bonds are now toying to sell them to 
counties and towns as an investm ent 
th at they are willing to take a loss 
in order to unload these bonds? Do 
you realize th at w ithin th irty days 
th ere will be no farm or city loan 
companies m aking loans 
in 
th e 
Southw est? Do you realize that al­ 
though this stringency in th e money 
m arket has affected some commodi­ 
ties and caused a declining price, 
there has been no decline 
in 
th e 
price of m aterial or labor used in 
paving? 
According to the Ada News, Jo h n ­ 
son & Benham , the civil engineers 
iii the employ of our city, have sta t­ 
ed that they will secure contractors 
who wrill accept the bonds 
in 
pay­ 
m ent for the paving and carry this 
load, so that the bonds need not be 
offered in the open m arket. On its 
face this seems to be an attractiv e 
proposition, as it enables us to pave 
although, paving bonds 
are 
unsal­ 
able. An analysis of this shows th at 
the only bidder under such a system 
would be some one able to carry an 
investm ent of over one million dol­ 
lars as this is the am ount of pav­ 
ing contem plated. No contractor, en­ 
gineer or financier can tell how long 
it will be necessary to carry this mil­ 
lion dollar 
investm ent 
before 
the 
contractor, could dispose of these 
paving bonds. Therefore,- very n a t­ 
urally and sensibly the 
contractor 
will make his price for paving high 
enough to cover the estim ated cost 
of carrying this Indebtedness. Also 
it m ust be taken into consideration 
that there are but few contractors 
who could (fhrry such a load. As a 
result competition would be virtual­ 
ly elim inated, and you would find 
yourselves borrowing money in the 
very highest market and buying ma­ 
terial and labor in the highest mar­ 
ket known for fifty years. Apparent­ 
ly we have 'Struck the crest of prices 
and a decline may be expected in 
all lines as well as in clothing as 
shown by the advertisem ents of our 
m erchants. It Is probably not an ex­ 
aggeration to say that in a normal 
m oney m arket with resulting compe­ 
tition and when prices have adjust­ 
ed them selves paving will cost fifty 
per cent of what it will now.

Hardly a day passes that aviators from Post Field and 
elsewhere do not land, or attempt to land, somewhere in 
Ada.

Furthermm-e the Ada ball team is preparing to match 
the aviators for a big game here July 4 and 5.

In fact nothing Ada could do for the expense and time 
involved would be better advertising than to have a good 
landing field at this place.

Lieutenant Brown who is here today stated to a News 
reporter this morning that unless a field was prepared 
here there would not be another plane land here from 
Post Field. 
The Barringer field is in no condition for 
landing and, besides, it is private property and we could 
not expect to use it without remuneration. 
• It happens that the Commercial Club of the city owns 
forty acres just north of the glass factory and foundry. 
If this was .cleared and hangers erected it is said by 
those who know that it would make an ideal landing 
field, and it could be done at very little cost. 
Can we afford to have it said that Ada is the only 
town In the state of anything near its size vt hat has failed 
to provide this convenience and thereby get the benefit 
of the advertising, entertainment, etc.,'that results by 
reason of having the field. 
Let the Commercial Club and Lions Club look into 
the virtue of this proposition and they will soon be con­ 
vinced of the necessity of taking action.

This probabfy explains why 
millions of Americans can remain ignorant of the very exis­ 
tence of thousands of our statutes and still obey every one 
of them. Then our form of government has an ecclesiastical 
model: according to Hemphill the model of our government 
was formed by John Calvin at Geneva many years before 
our country won its political freedom. As great a historian 
as Brancroft has said that the independence of the colonies 
was won by the Presbyterian and Baptist. 
The Moral Law undoubtedly could survive the destruction 
of our republic, but our republic could not survive the destruc­ 
tion of the Moral Law. To destroy the law’ of Moses would be 
equivalent to removing the foundation stones of the nation 
and leaving the superstructure suspended in mid air. As the 
life of the nation is dependent on the preservation of the Mor­ 
al Law, it follow's naturally that it is the part of good citizen­ 
ship to lend a hand in keeping the Moral Law alive in our 
country. The best place to help in such a project is to attend 
the churches, where the Moral Law is preached and wrhere it 
is taught and explained to the people. 
We have a' bunch of mighty good preachers here in Ada. 
They know how to preach and preach well. They have splen­ 
did choirs to furnish ententainment and congregations of gen­ 
ial people to welcome the worldling to their services. The 
citizen who attends divine services is well rewarded for the 
insignificant trouble and the citizen who stays at home is 
missing something well worth while. So good citizens ought 
to begin now and acquire the habit of being at the church 
every Sunday morning. Begin tomorrow. Then keep it up.
